Not Without Peril 
Recent Novel Creates 
Interest In Characters 


Since the publicatipn of the his- 
torical novel ‘Not without peril’ 
by Marguerite Allis, much inter- 
est has been created among this 
and other nearby communities, be- 
cause the story deals largely with 
historical happenings and facts 
in places in this locality and with 
persons, who were numbered 
among the early settlers. Sartweils 
fort and Fort Bridgeman on the 
west of the river at Vernon and 
Fort Hinsdale on the east are 
places mentioned in the book and 
their locations are marked by 
monuments and visited by many 
people. Mias Allis’ book has 
turned the epot light on the char- 
acters and her heroine is Jemima, 
who was taken captive to Canada 
by the Indians with her five chil- 
dren, only to escape and return 
to Vernon. She is buried ja the 
cemetery at Vernon as Jemima 
Tute and her gravestone has been 
recut, so that the many who jour- 
ney to find it, may easily discover 
and read it. Now the grave and 
tombstone of her second husband, 
a colonial hero, has been found 
through the efforts of the His- 
dale, N. H., selectmen. Some sime 
ago the remains and tombstone 
had been removed from x field, 
planted With tobacco and placed in 
Hooker cemetery where today the 
site will be sought and visited by 
those interested in the past. The 
inscription on the stone is self’ 
explanatory and reads; “In mem- 
ory of Mr. Caleb Howe, a very 
kind companion, who was killed 
by the Indians on June 27th, 1756 
in the 32nd year of his age. His 
wife, Mrs. Jemima Howe with 7 
children taken captive the same 
time.”’ Records show that Howe 
was mortally wounded by an In- 
dian raiding party while at work 
in his corn field. Jemima escaped 
sometime after from the Indians 
and returned to Vernon, which at 
that time was still part of Hins- 
dale. Jemima Howe later became 
Mrs. Amos Tute. The story “Not 
wtihout peril” ’is based on many 
known and authentic facts which 
were also substantiated by a 
Rev. Gay who put them in writing 
when given to him by Mrs. Tute 
and afterwards put in print in a 
school reader. 

The book “Not without peril” 
is in the Dickinson Library and is 
being taken out continually by 
patrons of the library. The Book- 
store has sold several copies.

Audigraph English By 
Local Summer Resident 


Writing as you hear" or “‘writ- 
ing the essential fundamental 
sounds that you hear” is the basis 
and reason for Audigraph Eng- 
lish, which provides a new spell- 
ing fcr to-morrow. With an al- 
phabet provided the spelling of 
English words is made phonetic.

For many years 
he has been a teacher with the 
New York city high schools, now 
retired, and also recently in the 
department of accountancy of the 
college of the City of New York. 
The book with its complete de- 
tails of American Audigraph Eng- 
lish is dedicated to the memory 
of the late Dr. John Huston Fin- 
ley and fully protected by 
copyrights in both the United 
States and Canada.
